the return of reality to United Stages politics. 

The United State* is steadily approaching u 
hour of great decision. Sooner or later it must decide 
whether it will undertake far-reaching alterations in 
the republic's social ud economic structure. Such 
alterations, if undertaken, will have to be preceded 
by constitutional changes. 

In the opinion of many commentators across the 
border the constitutional issue cu not be raised too 
early or discussed too exhaustively. It needs el] the 
argument and dose examination that cu be given to it. 
By making it n focal point for presidential campaign¬ 
ing the electors would prepare themselves to make 
u intelligent decision. 

The constitution of the United Slate*, which was 
adopted in 1787. was based upon the immediate re¬ 
quirements of the comparatively few states which had 
organized government, ud was subject to condition! 
which existed at that time. Since then thu small 
nucleus of states has grown to forty-eight ud con¬ 
ditions have changed 1o radically that in many respects 
the constitution is obsolete. 

Not quite to marked, perhaps, hut altogether 
apparent, is the need of adjusting the Canadian con¬ 
stitution to the changed social, economic and political 
conditions which have developed with the passing of 
time. Constitutions should be elastic, flexible, adapt¬ 
able to the varying moods and tenses of the country 
with the passage of the years. Nothing cu hudicap 
free development more reslrictively thu iron-dad con¬ 
stitutions difficult of amendment. Both Cuada and 
the United State, ere finding that out.
